If the United States Supreme Court upholds the Cali¬ 
fornia high court’s ruling that under the one-man, one- 
vote principle a two-tliirds majority can not bo required 
for passage of bond issues, it may well put a crimp in 
what some people in municipal finance circles refer to 
as the “Public” dodge. 

That, of course, would be the non-profit public cor¬ 
poration. This is the device used to finance public pro¬ 
jects such as stadiums and transit systems, witliout public 
approval; projects that presumably will be self-liquidating, 
but which have a lien on public moneys if they don’t pay 
off as expected. It came into being because so many 
bond issues were failing of the two thirds majority; and 
can be created by simple vote of a council or board of 
supjervisors. Taxpayers have no voice in the assump¬ 
tion of a potential indebtedness. 

Whether the California rule is upheld or not, per¬ 
haps it is time for a thorough airing of the propriety, 
and even legality of the non-profit corporation as a means 
of dodging voter control over public spending.
